In Anſwer to this, any one that is converſant with 
Parliamentary Affairs muſt needs obſerve the multi- 
tude of wholſom A&s that have paſs'd almoſt in e- 
very Reign; yet they have been able to ſet no 
Bounds to the Ambition of ſome Princes, and we 
have had inſtances of more than one Monarch in this 
laſt Century, who have ſtrain'd the Royal Preroga- 
tive ſo far, as to break Coronation Oaths, trample 
721 Ee | upon : 
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upon the Privileges they have ſworn to maintain us 
in, and deny ur the common Advantages we ſhould 
have receivd as Proteſtants and Exg/ifh Subjects.
